PREFACE 


Till-:  "Ilippislcy  Collcc'tioii  of  CliiiRsc  rorcclain""  w.is  foiiucd  1)V  Mv. 
Alfred  Iv  IIi})|)isicy,  a  Comiiiissioiifr  of  tlu-  Alaritinic  Ciisloiiis  of  Cliiiia, 
hftwfcMi  1S7()  and  1  SS  f  at  Shaii.nliai  and  I'ckiii.:^-.  Iml  mainly  in  the  latk-r  city. 
Experience  sliowed  fliat  so  lar^'e  and  so  valuaMc  a  collection  could  not  with 
Sivfetv  he  moved  from  one  pori  to  aiiotiiei-  on  each  occasion  of  transfer,  and  it 
therefore  hecame  necessary  to  seciue  a  teniporaiy  home  for  it  pen(hn<f  the 
owner's  retirement  from  service  in  tlie  Fai-  East.  The  Smitlisonian  Institution 
in  Washington  kindly  consented  to  receive  it  as  a  loan  collection.  There  it 
was  installed  early  in  18S7,  and  there  it  remained  till  19T2 — a  detailed  cata- 
logue of  it.  compiled  hy  ^NTr.  IIii)})isley,  heing  issued  hy  the  Smitlisonian  Institu- 
tion in  1888,  and  a  .second  edition  in  1902. 

The  collection  consists  in  the  main  of  specimens  of  the  ware  manufac- 
tured at  the  Im|)erial  jjotterics  at  Ching-tch-chcn,  in  Kiangsi  province,  during 
the  latter  half  of  the  reign  of  Kang-hsi,  the  reign  of  Vung-chcng,  and  the  first 
half  of  Chien-lung's  reign,  i.e.,  from  aljout  1()90  to  1770 — the  period  during 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chinese,  one  of  the  most  artistic  nations  in  the 
world,  the  manufacture  of  porcelain  attained  its  highest  excellence  and  the 
decoration  of  it  its  greatest  delicacy  and  grace. 

The  collection  is  notable  for  the  number  of  "Palace"  pieces  it  contains. 
Where  the  dragon  enters  into  the  scheme  of  decoration,  it  is,  almost  without 
exception,  of  the  five-clawed  ^ariety,  indisputable  evidence  that  the  article  so 
decorated  was  manufactured  for  Imj)erial  use.  Some  specimens  are  specifically 
marked  as  "made  to  the  order  of  the  Emj)eror" — e.g..  Number  227  (Kang-hsi 
period)  and  Xumber  207  (Vung-cheng  ])eriod)  ;  while  others  are  similarly 
marked,  with  the  added  intimation  that  they  were  "to  be  conferred"  on  some 
official  of  distinction — notably  Xumber  Others,  again,  reproduce  poems 

from  the  Imperial  pen,  e.g.  Numbers  (58,  9.3  and  28(5.  The  specimens  to  which 
special  attention  may  be  called  include:  Kang-hsi  period — Bowls,  Numbers  59, 
218,  219,  280  and  2;}1  ;  Plates,  Number  2-il  ;  Vases,  Numbers  97,  103,  205, 
243,  244,  245,  251  ("Aj)ple-green")  and  253  (sang-de-bceuf)  :  Yung-cheng 
))eriod — Plates,  Number  224;  A'ases,  Numbers  216  (the  prized  Xien-ijao  ware), 
238  and  239:  Chien-lung  period — Plates,  Number  208;  Vases,  Numbers  85, 
86,  95,  228  and  249. 

The  specimens  comj^rised  in  the  sjiecial  group  of  l^gg-shell  Porcelains 
(Numbers  195-203)  are  particularly  worthy  of  attention,  so  highlv  were  thev 
esteemed  by  Chinese  connoisseurs.  This  collection  fii  st  introduced  to  the  atten- 
tion of  foreign  collectors  tlie  Ku  \'uth-hsuan  and  fang  Ku  Yueh-hsuan  ware, 
so  sought  by  Chinese  connoisseurs,  who  would  willingly  pay  a  higher  price  for 
any  of  the  specimens  here  than  they  would  give  for  a  vase  decorated  with  haw- 
thorn on  a  black  ground. 


The  periods  botli  before  and  after  that  Avliieh  provides  tlie  hulk  of  tliis 
collection   (A.D.  1  77 O )   have  not  been  iieolected,  and,  apart  fi'oin  the 

specimens  of  Ming  and  Chiiifr  ware  in  the  group  of  Egg-shell  poicelains,  at- 
tention may  ))c  directed  to  the  rcticuJe  Bowls,  Number  lOi,  and  to  the  ]\Iing 
jars,  Number  2^5. 

Specimen  Number  252  was  originally  catalogued  as  Yuan  ware,  and  at  the 
time  the  catalogue  was  compiled  that  ware  was  held  both  in  China  and  abroad 
to  be  a  product  of  the  \'uan  dynnsty.  During  the  last  few  years,  however, 
further  research  has  ])i()\cd  that  it  is  of  earlier  date,  and  of  Sung  dynasty 
manufacture.  Fine  s])ecimens,  such  as  Number  252,  now  fetch  in  Europe  any 
sum  from  £500  ujjwards.

Wells  Williams's  Dictionary,  ]i.  54).  The  date  when  the  ajiplication  of 
the  Twelve  Branches  to  the  hours  of  the  day  was  introduced  is  not 
known  certainly.  Dr.  Williams  states  that  "it  ])receded  the  construction 
of  the  Sexagenary  Cycle  (li.c.  2(5.*}7)";  but  tlu'  moi-e  generally  acce])ted 
opinion  is  that  the  usage  is  of  foreign  origin  and  was  introduced 
(probably  from  the  Tartars)  under  the  Han  dynasty,  about  the  second 
century  after  Christ.
